DECLARATION OF VINCENT DICAPRIO IN SUPPORT OF PETITION FOR 

RETROACTIVE FOREIGN FILING LICENSE 



I, Vincent DiCaprio, declare as follows. 

1 . I am an employee of Amkor Technology, Inc. ("Amkor") of Chandler, 
Arizona. 

2. At Amkor' s facility in Chandler, D.S Chun and I developed some concepts for 
a semiconductor package and a method of making a semiconductor package. Mr. Chun and I 
worked with some engineers employed by Anam Semiconductor Inc. ("Anam") concerning 
those concepts. Anam is based in Korea. Amkor and Anam work together in designing and 
making semiconductor packages. 

3. Subsequently, Mr. Chun and I initiated a process at Amkor for submitting a 
U.S. patent application regarding those concepts. Mr. Chun has since left the United States 
and joined another company. 

4. In early November 1999, 1 met with our patent attorney, James Parsons, 
concerning the proposed U.S. patent application. On or about November 12, 1999, 1 
communicated with an engineer at Aman to obtain further information. As a result, I received 
some diagrams from Anam that I understand were from a Korean patent application. The 
diagrams overlapped with the concepts that Mr. Chun and I intended to include in a U.S. 
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patent application. Prior to that time, I was not aware that any aspects of the concepts that 
Mr. Chun or I developed were included in any patent applications filed anywhere. 

5. The subject matter of the accompanying U.S. patent application was developed 
as a joint effort between inventors located at Amkor in the U.S. and Anam in Korea. This 
subject matter involves packaging for semiconductor chips. This subject matter is not and 
never has been under a United States government secrecy order. 

5. I further declare that all statements made herein of my own personal 
knowledge are true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be 
true; and further that these statements were made with knowledge that willful false statements 
and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of 
Title 18 of the United States Code, and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the 
validity of the above referenced application or any patent issuing therefrom.
